BISHOP MAHER was the principal 
celebrant and concelebrating were Bishop 
Chavez, Bishop Juan Jesus Posadas of 
Tijuana and more than 30 priests and 
deacons. 

Mrs. Elisa Esparza and Assemblyman 
Peter Chacon read from scripture, and Father 
Jaime I. Rasura, SJ, associate pastor of OLG, 
read the Gospel.

Lifelines 

The Catholic Church has again seen the need to issue the 
strongest condemnation of procured abortion, branding it as 
intrinsically immoral. On Pope Paul VI’s orders, the Vatican’s 
Doctrinal Congregation urged political action to combat the 
causes of abortion. While admitting that ‘‘very great 
difficulties exist in quite a considerable number of cases, 
none of these reasons can ever objectively confer the right to 
dispose of another’s life, even when the life is only 
beginning.”’ 

The Synod of Bishops, a 200-member body which met in 
Rome last month, also reaffirmed its opposition to abortion, 
calling upon ‘‘those in authority to promote human rights and 

- to give hope to those who suffer violations of their rights.”’ 


Abortion legislation has also made the headlines in Europe 
recently where abortion was approved by the French National 
Assembly, but was rejected—but only by a single vote—in 
the Norwegian Parliament. Britain for many years has had 
legalized abortion, and in London and other large cities, 
abortion is now a thriving industry. 


“‘The Supreme Court abortion decisions have ushered in 
the greatest slaughter of innocent human beings in any nation 
in the history of the world,”’ said Father Charles Rice of Notre 
Dame in his testimony before the Senate Rules Committee re 
the Rockefeller nomination. 


We must realize the horrible reality of America’s present 
condition. We wish we could relax our vigilance after the 
November elections but no, we must continue to fight for the 
unborn and win that struggle for his right to life.

Lawyer Sister Furay teaches 
course on sex discrimination

A woman is not legally required to assume 
her husband’s surname at marriage. 
Perhaps you are surprised to learn that. 


This is one of the many legal points 
brought home to students at the University 
of San Diego law school in a new course 
called ‘‘Sex Discrimination and the Law.” 

IF IT SEEMS unusual that a school of law 
is léaning- in the direction of sex 
discrimination studies, it seems more 
unusual that the teacher is a nun, Sister

Moreover, she received her law degree at 
USD and is a member of the California Bar 


- Association..In her ‘‘spare time’”’ she works 


weekly at legal clinics and does legal work 
for the RSCJ. 


SHE SAID the course was added last year 
because of student requests and because the 
faculty felt such training important in the 
face of the Equal Rights Amendment and the 
overwhelming increase in sex discrimination 
litigation. 

A natural expectation is that such a course 
would be over-flowing with women’s 
liberationists, ‘‘but men comprise about half 
the class,’’ Sister Furay said. 


“It is true that our laws discriminate far 
more against women than men, but the fact 
remains that men do experience sex 
discrimination.”’ 


FOR THAT treason, the course deals with 
human rights, not just women’s rights alone. 
“The principal problems underlying sex 
discrimination cases are sociological, not 
legal,’’ she explained. 


“Both men and women are victims of 
sex-role stereotyping. Society expects cer- 
tain things of men and certain things of 
women. 


“For instance, society has long held that 
women do not need to prepare for a career 
because they are going to get married 
anyway. 

“THIS IS reinforced in children’s text- 
books which project women only as mothers 
or housewives and through the lower wage 
scales and limited opportunities available to 
women. 


“This same attitude discriminates against 


men because it implies that they must be the 
ones who accept material and financial 
responsibilites for their families. Again this

' concept is supported in text books, in TV 


commercials and in our legal system.” 


That attitude, she feels, provides the basis 
of necessity for the course. Its purpose is to 
“examine the extent of sex discrimination in 
current law, and to investigate avenues of 
litigative and legislative change.”’ 


““When we get out of the era of discussing 
women’s rights and men’s rights and into 
the age of discussing human rights, society 
will have reached its goal,’’ Sister Furay 
declared.

“Quality adult education 
must be given priority on the 
parish, deanery and diocesan 
levels.’’ 


This was the concern 
expressed by the laity of the 
San Diego diocese reacting in 
speak-up sessions to the 
work done by the Synod II 
Commission on Education. 


The reactions were report- 
ed in the second set of 
narrative summaries pub- 
lished by the Synod Il Office. 


“THE GOAL” of adult 
religious education, the sum- 
mary says, “‘is to provide 
everyone with the opportuni- 
ty to examine and re- 
examine their responses to 
God.”’ 


Adult education should be 
given its full weight by 
“giving it equal status, 
priority and funding’’ with 
other diocesan educational 
programs. 


Topics suggested for adult 
programs included Bible and 
scripture study with 
emphasis on content and not 
theology, Church history, 
changes in the Church since 
Vatican II, liturgy and many 
others. 


IN RELIGIOUS education 
of the young and CCD 
programs, parental involve- 
ment is vital. Particularly 
important, the summary 
said, was having religious 
education programs for the 
entire family. 


Content of religious educa- 
tion programs, and the need 
for a training program in the 
areas of doctrine, methods, 
prayer and community build- 
ing for voluntary CCD teach- 
ers were points of major 
goidera: Cee ts ae 

‘*Parochial schools are 
desirable, valuable and 
should be kept open. Support 
for these schools should 
come from all Catholics with 
the parish and the diocese 
providing adequate funds.”’

“This TV Catholic worship 
for shut-ins marks a new 
phase in the work of evan- 
gelization,‘‘ Father Lechner 
said, because it not only 
reaches those unable to get 
to a church, but many who 
would otherwise not see a 
Catholic service."’ 


IT IS pointed out that a 
televised service does not 
substitute for obligatory 
Mass attendance at church 
for those able to attend. 
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‘Quality adult education must . 


participants felt the liturgy 
was a means of education, 
specifically through the 
homilies. Careful prepara- 
tion for homilies was stress- 
ed and some alternatives 
such as guest speakers, films 
and film strips were suggest- 
ed. 


“‘An overwhelming num- 
ber’? of the more than 
3,000 speak-up participants 
on the youth commission’s 
work, ‘‘feel tremendous con- 
fusion -as to the quality, 
content and goals of...high 
school CCD programs.’’ 


The quality of high school 
CCD instructors should be 
upgraded and parents should 
be interested and involved in 
the religious education of 
their children. 


THE YOUTH should have 
the opportunity to select 
their own CCD topics which 
must be presented with 
meaning and relevance. 


Concern was expressed 
about the lack of religious, 
clergy and laity willing to 
work with youth. ‘‘Those 
currently involved with youth 
fall into three categories: 
those. who are obviously 
competent, those who could 
be good with more training 
and those who should use 
their talents elsewhere.”’ 


There were a number of 
requests for trained, paid 
area or parish youth coordi- 
nators. Participants also sug- 
gested an increase in the 
number of Masses planned 
and conducted by youth. 


“THERE should be youth 
lectors (and occasionally 
homilists), ushers, altar girls 
and choirs.’”” Young people 
requested the help of priests 


} take priority on diocesan level’ 


in developing an atmosphere 
of prayer. . 


Young people showed 
particular concern over the 
lack of communication in the 
parish community. They ask- 
ed especially for the bishop 
to be more accessible to them 
“to hear gnd be heard.” 


The summary prepared by 
the Commission on Minority 
and Ethnic Affairs was 
divided into sections for 
American Indians, Black 
Catholics and Filipinos. 


IN EACH area the need 
was cited for a census to 
determine the numbers of 
each minority group, where 
they are and how they can be 
served. 


American Indians should 
be given greater leadership 
roles in the Church and a 
diocesan center to serve their 
economic, social and spiritu- 
al needs should be establish- 
ed. 


Speak-up participants felt 
the Church does not make a 
positive effort to respond to 
the needs of minorities, 
especially blacks, and. that 
‘‘the Church in San Diego 
has for too long been silent in 
the areas of social justice and 
racial relations.”’ 

IT WAS felt the diocese 
should establish fellowship- 
type programs to -enhance 
relations and take an active 
leadership role in political 
and civic affairs. 


An urgent need was ex- 
pressed for parishes to 
include liturgies reflecting 
the needs of each of its ethnic 
groups and it was suggested 
that a colored host at Mass

Did the Jews long for a Messiah?

Third of SC’s four-part Advent series by 
Sulpician Father Castelot. Looking at the holy 
season from a scriptural viewpoint, he shows how 
Jesus is ‘‘the fulfillment or better, the tran- 
scendent realization of the hopes and destinies of 
Israel.’’ His articles will replace ‘‘A time to 
keep”? for one more week. 


Last week we considered the ardent longing of 
the people of God for salvation and what that 
salvation meant to them. And now, as we draw 
closer to Christmas, we must ask: ‘‘Did they long 


for a Messiah?’’ The answer to that question is - 


far from simple. 


Our word Messiah comes from the Hebrew 
word meaning ‘‘Anointed.’’ As such it is applied 
to the anointed king of the royal line of David. It 
is never used in the Old Testament in the sense 
in which we now use it. Here again we must be 
careful, in trying to appreciate the expectations 
of Israel, not to retroject our understanding of the 
term back into the period before Christ. They had 
their own ideas on the subject, and they were 
obviously not ‘‘Christian’’ ideas. 


However, as John L. McKenzie writes in the 
Jerome Biblical Commentary: 


It is inaccurate and unjust to say that the Jews 
of Jesus’ time had corrupted the idea of the 
Messiah as a spiritual savior by making it 
secular and nationalistic and that Jesus 
restored the concept to its pristine meaning. 
The Christian understanding of a spiritual 
Messiah represented a change rather than a 
restoration—a change that we believe brought 
the development of the idea to a rich fruition, 
but a change nevertheless. (77:154) 


THE IDEA OF a personal messiah was long in 
coming. It began with the emergence of the royal 
line of David in the 10th century B.C. In the 
theology of the Old Testament, the king was a 
very special person. He was considered not only 
as a political ruler, but as the anointed of the 
Lord, the visible representative of Yahweh, the 
King. As such he was looked upon as a savior 
chosen by God for his people. In this sense each 
of the Davidic kings was a “‘messianic’’ figure. 


The single most important step in the 
development of this idea was the oracle of the 
prophet Nathan, in which God takes the royal 
house of David into a special relationship with 
himself and promises that it will last forever: 
“The LORD also reveals to you that he will 
establish a house for you... Your house and your 
kingdom shall endure forever before me; your 
throne shall stand firm forever.’’ (2 Samuel 
7:11-16; see also Psalm 89) 


In this early stage of the development the | 
dynasty of David is chosen simply as God’s 


instrument for the salvation (liberation, protec- 
tion) of his people in the historical circumstances 
of their national existence. Even the so-called 


Royal Psalms, which speak of the king in © 


conventionally extravagant terms (‘You are my 
son; this day have I begotten you.’’ Psalm 2:7 
“You are a priest forever according to the order 
of Melchizedek.’’ Psalm 110:4), when under-

stood in their context, do not actually go beyond 
this limited perspective. 


THE SUBSEQUENT history of the royal line 
was consistently dismal. Very few of the kings 
came even close to what they were supposed to 
be. This led to the growing hope that one day 
soon God would send a king worthy of his 
sublime office. In the well-known passage of 
Isaiah (7:14) the prophet looks forward hopefully 
to the birth of the next prince and gives him the 


symbolic name Emmanuel (God with us), a sign 


of God’s presence with his people. 


As these hopes were repeatedly dicanpeitited, 
expectations looked forward to a more remote, 
but still historical, future, in which the dynasty 
would be restored under an ideal ruler upon 
whom God’s Spirit would rest in a special way. 
He was pictured poetically as bringing about 
universal peace, a return to paradise, a 
knowledge of Yahweh extending to all peoples 
(Isaiah 11:1 ff). These idealistic hopes were 
rudely shattered in the 6th century with the fall of 
Jerusalem, the Babylonian exile, and the end of 
the rule of the dynasty of David. 


The crumbling of these long-cherished dreams 
brought about an understandable change in the 
people’s hopes for salvation. Now what? Even 
after the return from the exile they could see no 
hope for the foreseeable future and so their 
perspectives lengthened to the unforeseeable 
future and to an ideal king whom eee would 

-send to save them. 


FOR THIS period between the return from the 
exile and the coming of Christ we are rather 
poorly informed. At any rate, without a tangible 
focus for their hopes suchas the line of David had 
been, and with the future receding farther and 
farther from their view, the messianic figure 
grew correspondingly hazy. There was a certain 
spiritualization of this figure in some circles, but 
the old militant, nationalistic, political ideas 
retained their popularity. 


Is it any wonder that confusion and all sorts of 
wild speculation reigned when Jesus made his 
appearance? If the people really didn’t know 
whom or what they were expecting, is it really 
surprising that he was a mystery to them? How 
tragic that because he was a mystery, tantalizing, 
hard to appreciate, unacceptable, he had to be 
destroyed! But the mystery was solved by the 
Resurrection, and a new understanding of the 
Messiah shed brilliant light on the past, 
penetrating the clouds of confusion, illumining 
the minds and hearts of mankind.

That is the Advent message of Christ’s 
coming. We must liberate Jesus from the 
tabernacles and put him into our lives.

For jesus knew from the 
outset those who did not believe, and 
who it was that would betray 
him...After this, many of his disciples 
left him and stopped going with him. 


- Then Jesus said to the Twelve, ‘What 


about you, do you want to go away 
too?’ ’’ [John 6:64+ ] 


From the context of the gospels we 
can note a great deal of stress in these 
words but not an overbearing effort to 
force an act of faith. Since our 
freedom is the source of our dignity 
[Sirach/Ecclesiasticus 15:11+] and 
the means whereby we are able to 
give glory to God, Jesus never forced 
that freedom: ‘‘How often have | 
longed to gather your children, as a 
hen gathers her chicks under her 
wings, and you refused! So be it!’’ 
[Matthew 23:37+], it is also the 
source of our responsibility. 


When we see our children losing 
their faith it is hard not to try to take 
the place of God by demanding an act 


of faith that only God can give. The 


wiser course is to get in a position 
where our prayers can be better 
heard.

that’s the kind of an attack 
that the Church or a govern- 
ment should welcome. A 
friend just returned from 
Mexico and in reviewing the 
trip two impressions stood 
out: the poverty of the people 
and the wealth of the 
Church. 


In the Catholic Church we 
have built and are still 
building an edifice and our 
dollars are primarily going to 
support that edifice. We are 
asked to support our Church. 
Yet, while we continue to 
render such support some of 
us cannot help but shake our 
heads and note that the very 
credibility of that appeal is 
wearing thin. 


In terms of financial sup- 
port and gifts the early 
Church was largely a conduit 
for distributing the gifts to 
the poor. In the intervening 


years the Church itself has 


gone from a distributor to a 
consumer. 


In my parish less than 10 
per cent of the budget goes 
to aid the poor, and even at 
this very low figure our 
parish may be more gener- 
ous than many. With our 
“‘surplus’” we may buy more 


land, we may remodel or we 


may build. All to the Glory of 
God in name, but how much 
for our own comfort and 
grandiosement in fact? 


Greatness has been seen 
in this diocese in such events 
as the selection of Msgr. 
Gilbert E. Chavez as Auxilia- 
ry Bishop and the com- 
mencement of the Synod. 
Yet, while our strengths are 
many our weaknesses are far 
from few. 


As a Catholic paper the 
Southern Cross should not 
avoid looking out, but neither 
should it hesitate to look 
inward. Remember that 
Christ included his advice on 
criticism: ‘But why does 
thou see the speck in thy 
brother’s eye, while thou 
thyself does not see the beam 
in thy own eye?”’

Peace passing understanding 


As women will, we were talking...about 
the time of peace and unity,. of love and 
generosity, of the coming of the Kingdom 
of God which the first Christmas night 
heralded. 


It presaged a time of renewal and 
reconciliation for all men and for all the 
world. Today we are striving to regain the 
spirit of renewal and reconciliation and 
authentic unity—a unity not only between 
churches or within churches, but within 
people themselves. 


WE HAVE become fragmented, torn 
apart by conflicts and antagonisms, by 
envies and self-interest—and our world 
reflects us. In this fragmentation, this 
disintegration, evil finds its identity. 

We have an urgent need to come to 
oneness, to wholeness—in self-preserva- 
tion if nothing else, and for preservation of 
our world. We have a driving obligation to 
draw ourselves together, so that our 
families, our communities, our society 
may also come together in harmony and 
integrity. 


But there is a blind minoat ee a 
thoughtless panic that makes us resist 
change or difference, or any alteration in 
the order—or lack of order—to which we 
have become accustomed. We are afraid 
to risk ourselves and in fear, lose the 
freedom that is ours by right, and the 
personal integration that is ours by 
design. 


IT IS NOT a rational choice, and, as 
Patrick Kerans says in Sinful Social 
Structures, ‘‘evil is irrational, rooted in 
irrationality. It makes no sense to choose 
fragmentation, chaos and the eventual 
destruction of one’s being over coherence, 
integration and the eventual fullness of 
one’s being.’’ But, senseless as it is, this 
is what we do. 

When we elect to remain rent apart by 
bad will, bad faith and the desire to give 
injury of one kind or another, we are 


_ opting for evil—for nothingness —against i 


good and the fullness of humanity. 


It is cliche in discussions of this kind to 
point to the maxim ‘‘Hate the sin, love the 
sinner,’’ as a rationale for anger and the 
yen to punish. But we are seldom honest 
enough to differentiate between” our 
hatreds.

PERHAPS THERE would be more 
success translating the sentiment ‘‘For- 
give the sin, forgive the sinner.’’ If we are 
to encounter and vanquish evil, we must 
first of all, bring ourselves to forgiveness. 


We are a people formed in the image 
of God. It is our nature to forgive, as it is 
his. When we deny forgiveness, we deny 
our nature and begin the whole structure 
of guilt and defensiveness, of rationaliza- 
tion and self-pity, of attempting to justify 
what is without justification. 


It is tragic to see personalities warp and 
disintegrate under an obstinate refusal to 
forgive, a refusal to be generous and to 
continue to love. Human relationships 
founder again and again on the reef of 
implacability. Broken marriages are 
monuments to an adamant abjuration of 
forgiveness. 


WHEN WE perceive its effects within 
ourselves, we do not need to wonder at the 
prevalence of evil in the world. When we 
allow ourselves the fatal indulgences of 
personal frustration and self-pity, we need 
no longer marvel at the incidence of crime. 
For these denials of our authentic nature 
drive us to self-punishing anger, «and 
anger leads to violence. 


That the anger is self-induced and the 
violence of our own volition seldom 
penetrates our level of consciousness, so 
that we become more and more prey to a 
sense of helplessness, of impotence. 


Forgiveness is the greatest healing 
therapy there is. It liberates and reconciles 
not only the forgiven but the one who 
forgives. It enables them both to. discern 
the action of God within themselves and 
glimpse his image in one another. 


THERE IS freedom and fulfillment in 
forgiving. It cleanses and renews, it 
purifies and beautifies. When we permit 
ourselves to forgive others and ourselves, 
we permit our spirit to rise uninhibited to 
new heights of cognition and compassion. 


~ Only as a forgiving people may we come: 


ie truly know the peace of Christ~ and 
appreciate the unfailing forgiveness of 
God. Only as a forgiving people may we 
join that heralding chorus and sing with 
understanding, ‘‘Glory to God in the 
highest and on earth, peace to men of 
goodwill.’’

Larsen version of farm labor election case told 


In the ‘‘Southern Cross’’ of Aug. 1., an article 


- from NC News Service dealt with court proceedings 


and details of an election held at the Thermal Ranch 
of Mr. and Mrs. Kelvin K. Larsen in April 1974, in 
which the workers were said to have rejected the 
renewal of a contract with the UFWA. The story was 
written by Gerard Sherry, editor of ‘‘The Monitor’, 
archdiocesan newspaper of San Francisco. The 
following interview with the Larsens by Sherry is in 
response to that story, which, he states, implies no 
acceptance on his part of charges of error, other than 
as relates to question 1. It is published in the 
interests of fairness and objectivity. Mrs. Larsen 
answers the questions in behalf of both Larsens. The 
original NC story was edited by SC for space 
reasons, as is this interview. 


Sherry: In my story, referring to a farm labor 
election at your Thermal Ranch on March 20, I said 
that the Indio Superior Court did not issue a 
jurisdictional strike injunction against the United 
Farm Workers of America. This appears to have 
been an error. Why did you apply for the injunction 
and what did you hope to achieve by it? 


Larsen: That was not the only error in the article. 
which contained so many unfounded and wild state- 
ments that | found it most depressing that official 
Church newspapers could be instruments of 
falsehood on such a grand scale. Now that | have met 
you, | find your article even more depressing since | 
deem you to be a good man, of good heart and good 
intentions. How can articles such as yours happen? 


We applied for the injunction for the primary 
_purpose of allowing the workers on our ranch to work 
in peace. Contrary to publicity, UFWA pickets can 
be unruly. Pickets have been accused of entering 
fields, of accosting workers, many of whom are 
women, with shocking and foul language, of pulling 
workers from the fields, of stomping on fruit picked 
by the workers, etc. 

The Sheriff’s Department said that trespass laws 
were difficult to enforce and recommended that we 
seek an injunction against disorderly picketing. Our 


lawyer advised us that we fell squarely under the . 


California Jurisdictional Disputes Act. 


Our primary- objective was to gain peaceful 
_working conditions for the workers. The Jurisdic- 


_ tional Disputes Act provides us, i.e. the employer, ~~ 
with additional protections which | hope UFWA will 


honor. However, a UFWA lawyer told my husband 
that UFWA will engage in ‘‘civil disobedience’’ 
regardless of the court order. 


I think we must. always fight the inclination to be 
goal oriented. We must be action oriented; by that | 
mean, we must ask ourselves what is the proper 
action at the time, regardless of the likelihood of 
success. The proper action is clearly to stand up for 
what we believe to be right. 


I also said that the judge ruled that your company 
probably interfered in the election by your farm 
laborers. You deny that he said this. How was the 
election conducted and why was there no suggestion 
of interference on your part? 


Again you were incorrect. At no time did the judge 
say ‘‘our company probably interfered.’’ The 
Jurisdictional Disputes Act absolutely cannot apply 
if the: employer interferes. Therefore, in order to 


grant the preliminary injunction, the judge had to 


conclude, at least preliminarily, that we did not 
interfere or else he could not have granted the 
preliminary injunction. 

The election was set up, conducted and observed 


/ 


by Father Richard Humphrys in a manner similar*to 
the election of 1970. The intent of the election was 
only to determine whether | should continue the 
negotiation then in progress with the Chavez union 
in light of a petition giver to my husband signed by 
67 of the workers requesting us not to sign any 
contract. It is unfortunate that farmworkers are not 
covered by labor law to set up election procedure. 


Two things are important: (1) Every. person, 
including the foremen, who voted in the election of 
1974, was at the time of the election a dues paying 
member of UFWA in good standing having been 
sent to work on the ranch by UFWA. (2) | am 
positive in my mind that both elections were free 
from intimidation and reflected the true sentiment of 
the worker at the time he or she voted via the secret 
ballot.’ 


What was the actual question on which the workers 
were asked to vote? 


The ballot was worded (in Spanish since all the 
workers are either bilingual or Spanish-speaking): | 
want you to sign another contract with the union of 
Cesar Chavez. | do not want you to sign -another 
contract with the union of Cesar Chavez. 


The Teamsters signed a contract with the Larsen 
Ranch on April 15, 1974. When was the first time 
you were approached by the Teamsters to work out a 
contract? 


We received a telegram on April 10, and a phone 
call on that date from the Teamsters saying that they 
represented a majority of the workers on the ranch, 
that they were willing to prove it and demanding 


- acknowledgement by the 11th. Your date of April 15 


is incorrect. That was the date that a handwriting 
expert affirmed that all of the 83 signatures on the 
Teamster petition were valid and that | publicly 
stated | would negotiate with the Teamsters. 


What do you see as the main difficulty you had with 
the Chavez union? 


The main difficulty was that the workers professed 
dissatisfaction with UFWA. In the course of four 
years, we -had learned that the way to function with 
UFWA was to insist that every directive by UFWA 
personnel be put in writing. It is interesting to note 
-that in the 12-month period prior to our election we 
had no grievances filed against us by UFWA. 

However, there was substantial worker discontent 
over the way the 19-year-old the UFWA had put in 
charge of the local hiring hall was treating the 
workers. In the three months prior to the election on 
our ranch Mr. Chavez was in our valley a number of 
times but he did not, to my knowledge, contact the 
crew or me as to what the difficulties might be in 
spite of my letters to him telling of worker problems. 


What do you say was the majority of your workers‘ 
objection to the Chavez union? 


The following complaints have been mentioned by 
workers as grievances they had with UFWA: (a) 
UFWA had promised prior to the-election on our 
ranch in 1970 that workers would not be required to 
pay dues when they were not working. Within five 
months of the signing of our contract, UFWA went 
back on that promise. (b) Some stated they felt it was 
run by a Delano brain trust, that they had no voice in 
the union. (c) $200 fine if they shopped at Safeway, 
yet Safeway was the only Coachella supermarket (at 
that time).

lam aware of it by indirect means. UFWA never 
showed it to me or mentioned it in the lawsuit but 
workers told me that they were required to sign it or 
UFWA would not dispatch them to work. 


What advantage do you see in signing with the 
Teamsters instead of renewing your contract with 
the UFWA?2 


The only advantage is that | am doing what | 
honestly feel my workers wanted me to do. That is 
the all-important advantage because a family farm 
operation like ours must put out a quality product to 
be competitive. We are most dependent on the work- 
er, because, above all else, the worker is the key to 
quality. There are numerous disadvantages to a 
Teamster contract over a UFWA contract for us and 
my preference would have been to re-sign with the 
UFWA. 


You claim good faith in the negotiations for a 
renewal of the contract with the UFWA before the 
repudiation of that union in the March 20 election. 
Why, then, did you choose Father Humphrys over 
your own agreed-to mediator of the contract, the 
Rev. Lloyd Saatjian? 


The election was March 21. Rev. Saatjian was, as 
you mentioned, the arbitrator of the contract. The 
contract had no provision for elections or worker 
polls, therefore, it was not something covered by the 
contract which would automatically involve the 
arbitrator. If UFWA lodged any grievances over the 
election, Rev. Saatjian would be the one to rule on 
the grievance. Had he personally conducted the 
election, he would have been in no position to rule on 
something in which he had been a participant. Why 
we chose Father Humphrys: Time was very short. | 
did not see the petition until after 6:00 p.m. on the 
20th. 


| suggested that my husband contact Father 
Humphrys whom | had never met, but | was aware 
he was the parish priest of the workers who lived in 
the area of our ranch. It seemed likely to me that he 
would accept the request since he had spoken as 
being in favor of secret ballot election for farm 
workers. : 


Inasmuch as the United Farm Worker Union is not 
under the National Labor Relations Act—and 
therefore not subject to its restrictions on secondary 
boycotts—how do you expect Judge Metheny’s 
ruling on secondary boycotts to be upheld in higher 
courts? 


The basis for our injunction is the California 
Jurisdictional Disputes Act not the National Labor 
Relations Act. Many states have what | think are 
called Full Faith and Credit laws which means they 
will honor a California decision in their state.

Question: 
I see the Episcopalians are talking about 


reviving a custom of having baptism and _ 


confirmation together. Was this ever the 
custom in the Catholic Church and, if so, 
why was it changed? 


For a number of centuries in the 
Church, the “‘rite of initiation’’ for adults 
and infants consisted of baptism, an 
anointing (confirmation) and the reception 
of Communion: these three sacraments 
compromised one ceremony: 


But gradually the anointing was 


separated from baptism, and this for - 


several reasons: the increased size of 
dioceses (in the Western Church a priest 
could baptize, but the anointing was 
reserved to the bishop—a practice never 


‘followed in the Eastern Church), the 


growing opinion that an infant must be 
baptized as soon as possible and the 
scholastic teaching that confirmation is 
not necessary for salvation. 


Boniface Luykx elaborates: ‘‘From the 
time of the late Middle Ages, this 


sacrament has been thoroughly neglected 
to the extent that oftentimes it was not 
even administered. Men would ask: ‘If 
baptism and the Eucahrist contain the 
whole sacramental grace, why bother that 
faraway Lord Bishop with the administra- 
tion of a sacrament that is not necessary?’ 


This neglect had further distorted the. 


pastoral and theological approach to the 
sacrament, since the bishop was_ its 
minister. Who dared to question the acts 
of this Church authority (in that past 
time!) or criticize his ‘privileges’ 2’ 


As long as baptism and confirmation 


were joined in one ceremony, there was no 
theological problem: confirmation was 
seen as the completion of the baptismal 
act. Today, however, theologians are 
hard-put to explain the theological impact 
of confirmation apart from baptism. 


As .one theologian put it succinctly: 
“Confirmation is a practice looking for a 
theology;’’ for it is not enough to say that 
this sacrament confers the Spirit (he is 
operative in all the sacraments) and it is 
not enough to say that it confers an 


increase of grace (all sacraments do). 
And, as C. Davis notes, ‘Confirmation is 
not ordered by its purpose as a sacrament 
to the personal spiritual struggle of 
adolescence: the sacraments for this are 
Eucharist and penance ”’ 


The revisea rite of Confirmation is an 
attempt to demonstrate the intimate 
connection bétween this sacrament and 
baptism, as can be seen from a number of 


texts: ‘“Adult catechumens who are to be. 


confirmed immediately after baptism... 
Adult catechumens and children who are 
baptized at an age when they can be 
catechized should ordinarily be admitted 
to confirmation and the Eucharist at the 
same time they receive baptism...’’ 


The new rite does not settle the age 
question for children. It advises: ‘‘The 
initiation of children into the sa€ramental 
life is especially the responsibility and 
concern of Christian parents. They are to 
form and gradually increase a spirit of 
faith in the children and...prepare them 
for the fruitful reception of the sacraments 


. of confirmation and the Eucharist.’’
